Tiffin, Ohio, May 30—The case of 


Col. Albert Brewer charged with mur- 
dering Dairyman Luther Hershey has 
taken a surprising turn. Brewer was 
taken before the Mayor ahead of the 
time set for the preliminary hearing 
and he was bound over to the next 
grand jury without bail. 


Instead of being taken to jail, how- 


ever, he was immediately brought be- 
fore Judge Schaufelberger, of the Com- 
mon Pleas Court, where a motion was 
heard to admit him to bail. Upon tae 
evidence submitted His Honor releas- 
ed the prisoner on $5,000 bond. 


The bond was already prepared and 


signed by A. T. Baron, Frank Bloom, 
Joseph Loudenslager and George Stew- 
art, four of Tiffin's wealthiest citizens 
and boon companions of the accused, 
and as soon as it was submitted the 
prisoner walked out of the courtroom 
a free man for the time being.

fortitude and presence of mind, de- 
scribed his impressions the "other day 
to a reporter for the New York Herald. 
Both these French travelers realize 
now how favored they have been by 
fortune, and each'shows in his appear- 
ance the hardships he endured. They 
arrived in New York on the Red D 
line steamship Caracas from San Juan. 
Comte de Fitz-James says: 


"From a boat in the roadstead in 


front of St. Pierre Baron Fontenilliat 
and 1 witnessed the cataclysm tEat 
came upon the city. We saw the ship- 
ping destroyed by a breath of fire. We 
saw the cable ship Grappler keel over 
under thewhirlwind and sink as though 
rawn down into the waters of the 
arbor by some force from below. The 
toraima was overcome and burned at 
nchor. The Roddam, a trifle more for- 
uuate, was able to escape like a strick- 
n moth which crawls from a flame 
bat has burned its wings and left it a 
ripple to suffer uu-til death relieves. 
"Our ovrn danger was great, and had 
: not been for the bravery and the 
ourage of the baron I would have per- 
shed. I was stunned, unable to lift a 
iand to assist myself. Baron de Fon- 
enilliat dragged m& from the boat into 
he water, where'he supported me un- 
il I was so far recovered as to be able 
0 care for myself. 
"If you will permit me to relate the 


remarkable . circumstances that took 
us to Martinique and to St. Pierre in 
ime to be witnesses of this great trag- 
ry, I will give as best I can the pic- 
ure which will never leave my mem- 
jry. Baron de Fontenilliat and I had 
been in French Guiana on a business 
rip relating to some-mining property 
:i which we are interested. We learned 
upon our arrival at~Carbet that an 
eruption of Mont Pelee had destroyed 
a part of the village of Prechcur, on 
:he other side of the harbor. That was 
:he eruption of May 3. We made im- 
mediate arrangements to visit the 
;cene of the disaster. Two negro 
joatmen were employed to 'take us 
across the bay, and it was" theX fact 
.hat we made an early start the nest 
morning that saved our lives. 
-^ -\,_ , 


"As we made our way across the'wa- 


:er w^ more than half faced Mont Pe- 
lee, which was throwing off a heavy 
cloud of smoke, steam and ashes. No 
flames were to be seen. On shore the 
inhabitants could be seen making their 
•way about the water front. The city 
was to our right. 1 should have said 
that the calm of the morning was al- 
most abnormal 
Not a ripple was to 


be seen on the face of the sea. 


"The rumblings from the bowels of 


the,mountain were majestic in tone. 
1 cannot tell you just how they sound- 
ed, but perhaps you can imagine a 
mighty hand playing upon the strings 
of a harp greater than all the world. 
The notes produced were deep and full 
of tbreatenings. There was a jarring 
sensation, and every now and then 
there was a commotion of the waters 
that caused a swell without making 


side. Her upper works were wrecked, 
but by heroic effort those on board 
were able-to let go the anchor, and aft- 
er many attempts the ship began to 
move. She literallycrawled away. It 
•was a splendid display of courage. At 
least three hours elapsed after the ex- 
plosion before the Roddam cleared the 
harbor. 


"On shore all was aflame. The city 


burned ,with a terrible roar. We re- 
alized that the inhabitants had all died, 
as not one was to be seen making an 
attempt to escape. Not a cry was heard 
save from the ships that were in <he 
harbor. Our own condition was des- 
perate in the extreme. The heat was 
intense. We were able to keep our 
faces above the surface of the waterfor 
a second "at a time at the most. We 


tats " mctithfu! of air and then 


sink into the water to stay there until 
forced to come to the surface again. 
This only lasted about three minutes. 
After that we were able to float by the 
side of the boat, dipping only occasion- 
ally. When we could sustain the heat 
that filled the air, we clambered back 
into the boat and rowed back to Carbet. 
At Carbet we found the village abso- 
lutely deserted. 


"It is impossible to describe even in 


the most faint manner the horrors of 
St. Pierre. There were some things 
that can be explained and many more 
that cannot be explained by anything 
known to modern reason. 


"It happened that one of the first 


bodies found by the party with which 
we entered St. Pierre on Monday, May 
o, was that of a pretty little girl about 
four years old. She sat in a lifelike po- 
sition by the side of a bos containing- 
her toys. But how explain the fact 
that the house in which it was found 
was in absolute ruins, and, instead of 
being under the debris, the body was 
on top of it all? It was as though the 
little girl and her box of toys had been 
lifted into the air and, after the build- 
ing had fallen into ruins, been dropped 
back to earth." So it was in the streets. 
The explosion happened just before 8 
o'clock. It was a feast day. Mass-was 
called for 8 o'clock, and many were 
on tbeir way to the cathedral. All of 
these had been lifted into the air, and 
after the ruins had^ fallen the bodies 
dropped back, 


"When melinite explodes in the hands 


of a man, it is always the case that his 
clothes are blown from his body. So it 
was at St Pierre. All of the bodies 
were naked, sa7e for the shoes. More- 
over, the clothing had not been burned 
off, as has "been so often reported. The 
only bodies touched by fire were those 
that remained where the houses burn- 
ed after the explosion. 


"We saw great stones that seemed 


to be marvels of strength, but when 
touched by the toe of a boot they 
crumbled into impalpable dust I pick- 
ed up a bar of iron. It was about an 
inch and a half thick and three feet 
long. It had been manufactured square 
aad then twisted so as to give it great- 
er strength. The fire that came down 
from" Mont Pelee had taken from the

The judges and clerku shall then

"While we were talking' there came 


an explosion that was beyond any that 
ever before happened. I can only liken 
it to a shot from a mammoth cannon. 
The breath of fire swept down upon 
the city and water, front with all of 
the force that could have been given 
to it by such a cannon. 


"The explosion was without warn- 


ing, and the effect was instantaneous. 
Cinders were shot into our faces with 
stinging effect The air was filled with 
flame. 
Involuntarily we raised our 


hands to protect our faces. When the 
explosion came, our two boatmen were 
either thrown from the boat or, with 
a quick impulse, they sprang over- 
board. It was the one thing to have 
done to save their lives; but, unfortu- 
nately for them, they lost their pres- 
ence of mind and instead of staying 
by the side of the coat they swam 
away in the direction of Precheur, 
which we were approaching when the 
disaster came. It was impossible for 
them to land at Precheur. so they 
were compelled to put back. They then 
struck out across the bay, evidently 
hoping to reach Carbet We saw nei- 
ther of them again, and I have no 
doubt they were drowned. 


"My brave companion had the same 


impulse that actuated the negroes. He 
sprang into the water, and when he 
saw that I did not move he reached np 
and, catching me by the shoulder, 
dragged me from the boat. 
I was 


stunned at first, and, though it was not 
a physical injury, I could not move 
of my own volition until the cool wa- 
ter restored my senses. 


"It was so that we could see all that 


happened about us. The Grappler 
rushed through the water as far as her 
anchor cable would permit Then she 
seemed to rise by the bow, and when 
she settled back she sank almost be- 
fore tie force of the explosion had 
spent itself. The Roraima was all a 
mass of flames for several seconds. 
We could see the poor wretches aboard 
of her rushing about in a vain attempt 
to escape from the fire that enveloped 
them. 
The Roddam was also over- 


come. 
Her gangway was owr th« 


Iron'all of'its strength and had left it 
so tkat when I twisted it it fell Into 
filaments, like so much broom straw. 


"Back of the cathedral was the sa- 


vanna. Great trees had been torn np 
by the roots, leaving a hole twenty 
feet deep and thirty or forty feet 
across. Then this hole had been filled 
by the ashes that poured down from 
the volcano. Trees were cut off as 
though by a mighty knife in the hands 
of a giant reaper. Everywhere were 
banks of cinders and ashes. All about 
us were bodies. On few faces was to 
be seen that peace which I have seen 
mentioned by others. I believe that al- 
most all bad time to realize what was 
upon them, but they did not have time 
to suffer. Their arms were outstretch- 
ed. The hands were open and the fin- 
gers ^were spread. It was a common 
gesture, and I believe that it was an 
act of men and women who threw up 
tbeir arras to ward off a blow which 
they knew was descending upon them. 


"There was another fact which has 


not been remarked upon as it deserves. 
I know that the explosion of Mont Pe- 
lee was not accompanied by anything 
lika an earthquake, for the reason that 
when we entered St. Pierre we found 
the fountains flowing, just as though 
nothing bad happened. They contin- 
ued to flow and are flowing still unless 
destroyed by the later explosions. 


"There was no flow of lava. It was 


all ashes, dust, gas and mud. Therein 
lies another fact that must be consid- 
ered. It should be remembered when 
discussing this catastrophe that the 
crater that sent disaster upon St Pierre 
was not at the crest of the volcano. 
The old crater was at the top, and it 
was filled with water, forming a pret- 
ty lake. The first eruption, which sent 
destruction upon Precbeur, was from 
a crater far down the side of the moun- 
tain. The destruction then was worked 
by mud. 


"Now, the water in that lake disap- 


peared a little before the eruption of 
May 3. There had been constant and 
heavy rains. Then a small peak of the 
mountain fell in and covered the crater, 
from which the hot mud had been 
pouring. I am convinced that that fall 
of earth, stones and water closed jip 
the vent, and when the pressure on the 
inside became sufficient it forced out 
the side of the mountain. 


"It is a fact that a new crater 


formed, and it pointed in the exact di- 
rection of fct Pierre. That crater is in 
the mountain side, and I referred to it 
when I said that the explosion was like 
that of a cannon. It was aimed at St. 
Pierre, and the result was that the hot 
gas, the stones and the boiling mud 
were forced down upon the city, just 
as the gas is forced from the mouth of 
a cannon."

nia fsr New York a littie part}' of us. 
eight, all working writers, met at a 
farewell dinner. It was oue of the ver 
Stable uoctes ainbrosiante.

was intimate, heart to heart and alto- 
gether of the shop. Naturally Ilarte 
was the center of the little company, 
and he was never more fascinating 
and companionable. Day was break 
ing when the party dispersed and the 
ties that bound Harte to California 
were sundered. Chicago had put in a 
bid for the author of "The Luck of 
Roaring Camp," and a dinner was made 
for him as he passed through that city. 
He accepted the invitation, but did not 
appear at the dinner, much to the dis 
gust of his hosts, who afterward said 
that a check of liberal figures or a deed 
for a house and lot, or both, had been 
laid under his plate, but were saved by 
his "bad manners." When I met Harte 
in New York, I asked him about the in-

the hotel I waited for a guide until the 
hour for dinner had passed and then 
sat down, as your friend S. P. D. said 
to you in California, 'en famille with 
rny family.' That's all there was to 
it" 


Meeting the late Samuel Bowles of 


Springfield in New York not long after 
his own arrival, Harte said with glee, 
"Brooks is corning to New York to live, 
and then .he aud I will fouud the So- 
ciety of Escaped Californians." 


I had not been long in the city before 


I found that Harte had already in 
curred many debts, chiefly for money 
borrowed. When I said to Bowles that 
1 was anxious on Harte's account that 
a scandal should not come from this 
condition of things, Bowles said, with 
his good natured cynicism, "Well, it 
does seem to me that there ought to be 
enough rich men in New York to keep 
Harte a-going." One rich man, a bank- 
er and broker, with an ambition to be 
considered a patron of the arts and 
literature, .made much of the now lit- 
erary lion, and from him Harte obtain- 
ed a considerable sum-, $500 perhaps, 
in small amounts, varying from $5 to 
$oO at a t?me.

"Dash his impudence!" exclaimed the 
angry artist. "What are you going to 
do about it?" 1 asked, with some 
amusement. "Going to do about it!" 
he answered, with much emphasis on 
the first word.

Two or three 
weeks later, when I hnd forgotten the 
incident, WP stood in tbo same place 
•waiting for the same stage-, and Harte, 


putting a quarter of a dollar in my 
hand, said: "I owe you a quarter, and 
there it is. You he::r men say that I 
never pay niy debts, but [this with a 
chuc-Ue] you can deny the slander." 
While he lived in Morristown, N. J., it 
was said that he pocketed postage 
stamps sent to him for his autographs, 
aud these applications wore so numer- 
ous that with them he paid his butch- 
er's bill.

STORY OF PAUNCEFOTE. 


How Sir Julian Became Tirst British 


Embassudor to the United States. 
In 1S93 the British legation at Wash 


ington was raised to an embassy and 
the late Sir Julian Pauncefote became 
the first British ernbassador to the 
United States and the dean of the 
diplomatic corps at Washington. An 
interesting story is told of the manner 
in which the latter honor was achieved. 
says the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 


Congress had passed the law allowing 


the president to appoint einbassadors 
to foreign countries after the latter had 
appointed einbassadors to the United 
States. As soon as the diplomatic ap- 
propriation bill containing this proviso 
became a law there was a race between 
Great Britain and France to secure the 
first embassador at Washington. The 
reason for this was that it meant that 
the diplomat appointed first would be 
the dean of the diplomatic corps. 


Great Britain announced her inten- 


tion first, but France cabled Minister 
Patenotre, her minister here then, that 
he had been raised to the rank of em- 
bassador and that his credentials had 
been mailed over. Great Britain wa 
not to be caught napping, and, being 
advised of what France had done, the 
British foreign office cabled Sir Julian 
his credentials as embassador in full. 
These were at once presented to the 
state department, and Sir Julian be- 
came the ranking embassador and dean 
of the diplomatic corps, in which ca- 
pacity he convened the famous met 
ing of foreign ministers on April 14. 
1SI>S, to consider the propriety of tak- 
ing action relative to the Spanish- 
American war. The home governments 
promptly decided to take no action.

As the demand exceeded the 
supply of the best class of these hats 
ast year, so much so that it was al- 
nost impossible during even the middle 
of the season to secure one without 
paying double the price asked when 
hey were first placed on the market, 
dealers have ordered them in large 
ots, and it is improbable that any one 
desiring them "will be taxed the high 
prices which were prevalent last year. 


The panama may be the popular 


hat of this season, though, and on this 
account many who wore them last year 
are likely to forsake them. These per- 
sons will adopt some other kind of 
straw, but they are confined to a small 
number. They will, it is thought, fa- 
vor the wide brim hat with plain and 
colored bands. 


According to dealers, the panama hat 


has come to stay. About two decades 
ago it enjoyed some vogue, but not to 
the extent of last summer. The young 
men of twenty years ago ignored them 
for the reason that they were not 
blocked in a suitable shape. The wear- 
ers at that time -were mostly middle 
aged and elderly men. 


The pananJa for the young man 


which will find much favor is the 
"negligee" hat." A good and servicea- 
ble one may be' obtained at a price 
ranging from $10 to $2o. It is made of 
very pliable straiy and may be formed 
by the wearer into any shape desirable. 


Though the demand for the panama, 


it is expected, will exceed that of last 
year, the supply will be greater and 
the price lower.' One concern with a 
number of stores in New York has 
taken orders for nearly 5,000 hats, 
the customers paying from .$10 to $25. 
During the month of January this firm 
received orders!' for 2,000 hats. De- 
posits were paM, and in a short time 
every available 'inch of space In the 
shops was taken, up with the storage 
of these hats. ~Many of the young inen 
also bought their hats on the install- 
ment plan, beginning in January and 
paying a dollarW two each week. 


Some panama^hats can be had for as 


high as $500. ,'One of the leading hat- 
ters in New Y<&tr displayed a panama 
hafr in a jar of9'water to show that it 
will not discolor. The high priced hats 
are made by natives of Ecuador from 
grass obtainable in that country. 
It 


requires several months to braid these 
hats. It can only be done properly 
while the dew is falling. The work is 
done with the straw under water, and 
sometimes two women 'are engaged in 
braiding it. 


In one hat seen in a Broadway win- 


dow there are 2,500 yards of straw. It 
required eighteen months to weave it, 
and two women were working on it 
during this time while the dew was 
falling. Panama hats arranged in dif- 
ferent shapes and decorated with sim- 
ple trimming are_ also to be seen In 
millinery stores. ' Women will, it is 
espected, wear them In large numbers 
this year. 


The panama hat when It reaches the 


United States does not look like the 
article it is later found to be. They 
arrive in bales containing hundreds 
"nested" together. The duty is about 
55 per cent, which makes the price 
high in comparison with what is paid 
for the hats in the producing coun- 
tries. 


Imitations of the real panama are 


offered at lower prices. 
They are 


made of grass grown in the West In- 
dies. They retail in New York at from 
$2 to $3.

The emblem known as "the presi- 


dent's flag," which has been used on 
rare occasions for many years, will 
hereafter appear with a changed de- 
sign, says the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Philadelphia Times.

new flag is now being made at tbe 
navy department The design of the 
present flag, which has been so long in 
use, is simply the coat of arms of the 
United States on a blue field. Aside 
from the new arrangement of the col- 
ors in the coat of arms which will ap- 
pear in the piesident's flag now in 
process of manufacture, the principa 
change is in the arrangement of the 
thirteen stars above the eagle's head 


It is proposed to have a sunburst ex- 


actly circular in form above the head 
of tbe eagle, with the rays radiating 
from the group of stars. The new de- 
sign consists otherwise Of a pure white 
eagle, its feathers heavily outlined 
with black, the constellation in white, 
with the rays in heavy stitching of 
yellow on a blue ground. The ting is 
to be of bunting 14 by. 10% feet for 
outdoor use and of heavy tau'eta silk, 
gold thread and embroidery for interi- 
or decoration. The president's flag is 
used only at sea on the mainmast of 
the vessel when the president is on 
board.

Desolation and Death Found For 


Many Miles by a Correspondent 
Who Penetrated the Stricken Dis- 
trict—Heartrending Scenes In Hon. 
ultnls—Georgetown's Day of Terror. 


Conditions in the stricken district of 


the island of St. Vincent are almost 
beyond description, writes the New 
1'ork Herald's special correspondent 
from Port of Spain, Trinidad, under 
the date of May 15. I have just re- 
turned from a visit to Georgetown and 
the ruined country around it, where it 
was quickly found that the explosions 
of the Soufriere were at least as vio- 
lent as those of Mont Pelee in Marti- 
nique. 


That the destruction of human life 


was not so great as at St. Pierre was 
Jue only to the fact that no large city 
was near Soufriere. 
Had there been 


a St. Pierre near that awful volcano 
there would have been the same ap- 
palling loss of life as on Martinique. 
As it was, 2,000 inhabitants of the 
sparsely settled country around the 
Soufriere have been killed, and to 
these must inevitably be added very 
many of those who escaped alive, but 
terribly burned, and who cannot sur- 
vive. 


Nineteen shocks of earthquake were' 


felt at Wallibou on Saturday, May B. 
and at other places the ground appear- 
ed to be oscillating almost continuous- 
ly. The crater showed signs on Tues- 
day morning of having awakened fiom 
its long slumber, and by S o'clock in 
the afternoon a column of heavy smoke 
with a jet of lurid flame was seen to 
issue from the summit of the mountain. 
That jet of flame, with its sinister look- 
ing column of funereal smoke, was the 
death warrant of 2.000 human beings 
doomed to perish miserably within a 
few hours. Then began that race for 
life which a man who happened to be 
at Chateau Belair has thus described: 


"I was fishing at some distance from 


the shore when my boatman said to 
me: 'Look at the Soufriere, sir. 
It is 


smoking!' 
From the top of the cone, 


reaching far up into the heavens, a 
dark eolunm of smoke arose, while the 
mouth of the crater itself glow,ed like 
a gigantic forge belching a huge jet of 
yellow flame. The mass of smoke 
spread out into branches extending for 
miles, and clouds of sulphurous vapor, 
overflowing, as it were, the bowl of 
the crater, began to roll down the 
mountain slopes. 


"We reached shore and started to 


run for our lives. 
We were soon en- 


veloped in impenetrable darkness, and 
I was unable to distinguish the white'- 
shirt of-my boatman even at a yard's 
distance. But as he knew every inch 
of ground I held on to a stick be had, 
and so we stumbled on until we reach- 
ed a place of safety. The incessant 
roar of the volcano, the rumbling of 
the thunder, the flashes of lightning, 
added to the terrific grandeur of the 
scene. At last we emerged from that 
pall of death, half suffocated and with 
our temples throbbing as if they were 
going to burst" 


It was only on Friday afternoon that 


residents of KingstOAvn, the capital, 
began to gain some idea of the disas- 


corpses: then tin., other men would 
drag the body K :i k,ng ropc t j tlle 
trench, into whi. h ft was bundled r.nJ 
rapidly covered <,UT. Fortunately the 
loose nature of \\<v jllst maae the dig- 
ging of the treix-'M-j, easy work.

the Caribs, as the northern portion of 
the Windward coast is called. George- 
town is the center of that once fertile 
and beautiful district, now a desolate 
waste of ashes. 
Between this town 


and the capital there is a fairly good 
road, running for the most part along 
the sea. 


The journey is usually performed on 


horseback, but a mail wagon, which 
takes passengers, plies regularly along 
the road. It is also possible to obtain 
at times some sort of vehicle drawn by 
rnules, and it was by one of these con- 
veyances that I proceeded to George- 
town on the day after the eruption. 


It is almost impossible to convey in 


writing any idea of the desolate ap- 
pearance of the country beyond the 
fifteen mile post—that/|s, fifteen miles 
from

Georgetown. The whole place looked 
as if millions of barrels of cement had 
been emptied over the land, covering 
every inch of ground with a coat of 
dismal gray. As we proceeded I notic-. 
ed that the small stones scattered about 
were of larger size and that the bed of 
dust became thicker until we reached 
Georgetown, where the streets were 
covered to a depth of three feet 


It was only when we reached the 


center of the town, however, that we 
began to realize the horrors caused by 
that fatal eruption. We passed three 
bouses from which there arose heart- 
rending wails of suffering. It was in 
these houses that the injured, for few 
of whom there was any chance of re- 
covery, were being slowly tortured to 
death by the inexorable hand of na- 
ture. We hurried on through George- 
town to the country beyond, where 
most of the inhabitants had perished. 
The first place we got to was the over- 
seer's house in Langley park, where 
thirty-seven bodies had been found. 
They had already been buried, but. as 


"On Tuesday I learned from Mrs. 


Darrell that the Chateau Belair side 
of the mountain was exhibiting signs 
of activity. On Wednesday morning 
between 9 and 10 o'clock the lightning 
and thunder began.''

"Amid the crashing thunder peals 


and the dreadful lightning there began 
to fall a shower of small pebbles, and 
later on there fell stones as big as your 
fist. 
Meanwhile dismal 
rumblings 


were heard, as though the mountain 
groaned under the weight of accumu- 
lated fury, and the earth swayed in 
deep sympathy. 


"At half past 2 o'clock the explosieu 


occurred, and darkness fell upon the 
land. 
Whnt words can depict the 


sound or tell of the sensation it caused 
those who hp.'trd it? 
Language is in- 


adequate to the task. 
Vain would it 


be to ransack the vocabularies of dead 
or living languages in the hope of find- 
ing adequate terms. The sounds were 
weird and abysmal and caused our 
hearts to quiver with fear. 


"The rain of big stones continued up 


to about 11 o'clock at night, when sand 
began to fall. From where we were 
we could see the reflection of the fire 
in the sky, but could not see the blaze. 
So terrible were the earthquake shocks 
as to give the impression that the end 
of the world had come. The hours of 
the1 night—that night of horrors—crept 
slowly along with leaden feet, and 
morning was so long in coming that it 
seemed as though daylight had been 
extinguished for all time. But at last 


islands, from extant reports on the sub- 
ject, and from studies in the field, so 
far as they couM be carried on during 
the disturbed period of 189S-99, though 
geologizing under arms aud with a mil- 
itary escort was found to be more ex- 
citing than profitable. 


In many respects the Philippine Is- 


lands so closely resemble the West In- 
dies, especially iu being the scene of 
violent past and present volcanic en- 
ergy, that the chapter of the report on 
the active and extinct volcanoes of the 
archipelago 5s at this time particularly 
interesting. 
While it is possible to 


visit but few of these mountains owing 
to the hostility of the natives, much 
valuable information from lacnl and 
other sources was collected. 
Forty- 


nine of the eruptive mountains wore lo- 
cated among the islands, and their al- 
titudes and the dates of their eruptions 
obtained. Conspicuous among them is 
Mount Apo, the highest mountain in 
the Philippines, which rises 10,701 feet 
above the level of the sea. 
At Cami- 


guin de Mindanao, one of the most in- 
teresting volcanoes of the group, a cone 
nearly 2,000 feet in height has risen 
since 1S71 over what was formerly a 
hike, the basin of which was. presuma- 
bly, 
an ancient crater. Ma yon, or the 


volcano of Albay, is said to be the 
most symmetrically beautiful cone in 
the world; and the famous Taal vol- 
cano, situated on a small volcanic is- 
land in the lake of Bonbon, is readily 
accessible from Manila. 


The accounts of the eruptions of 


these and other volcanoes of the group 
bear a striking resemblance to those 
of the recent outburst of M»nt Pelee 
in Martinique. Of an eruption which 
occurred in the year 1G41 near Jolo 
the report quotes, "The darkness and 
atmospheric disturbance were so great 
that the people of Jolo could not per- 
ceive whence came the stuff which fell 
from heaven upon them." And in one 
of the numerous eruptions at Taal loud 
detonations like discharges of artillery 
were heard, incandescent stones were 
thrown out, .nnd a great fire ran like a 
river across the island. The fire then 
shifted into Lake Bonbon, throwing 
up water and ashes in immense mass- 
es. "The water grew hot and black. 
fish were strewn on the beaches as if 
they had been cooked, and the air was 
so full of sulphurous smells and the 
odor of dead fishes that the inhabit- 
ants sickened.'' 
At one of the erup- 


tions of Albay, that in 1814, 1,200 lives 
are said to have been lost. 


In drawing comparisons between the 


volcanoes, of the Philippines and those 
of the Dutch East Indies Mr. Becker 
notes that "Papandayang, in west 
Java, had a great eruption in 1772, de- 
stroying forty villages. Galung Gung 
In 1822 destroyed 114 villages, and it 
is some measure of the violence of the 


The style of architecture prevalent in 
the island rendered these buildings al- 
most worthless in their original design, 
and partitions had to be knocked dov.-n 
in some" instances and iii others built 
up, and the sanitary arrangements un- 
derwent a thorough remodeling. Al- 
most every available barracks, hospital 
or jail in the island of Cuba has been 
thoroughly renovated and converted 
into a modern school building, with the 
very best pedagogical appliances and 
equipment to be obtained. L"p to date 
more than $400,000 have been expended 
for this object alone. 


Almost every city of any size or im- 


portance in the island has today at 
least one school buildhn; ui which it 
uiay well be proud ai:d u hich will 
serve in the future as a model for the 
entire surrounding neighborhood. In 
the city of Havana, for example, an 
old hospital was converted into a! 
school building coiitainii!:,' thirty-three ] 
classrooms, a drawing academy, kin- 
dergarten aud manual training depart- 
ments, gymnasiums for pirls and boys, 
shower baths and other arrangements 
in proportion. It Is safe to say that 
there does not erist in the entire Tint- 
ed States a more perfectly equipped 
school, if in fact there are any that are 
so complete. 


In other places where this work has 


been done it has been iu the same thor- 
ough way. 
In other towns and cities 


of the island which were fortunate 
enough during the colonial period to 
have no necessity for jails, hospitals or 
barracks entirely new buildings of 
stone, concrete or wood have been con- 
structed. The first hard dressed stone 
building of any kind erected in the is- 
land of Cuba during four centuries is 
a school building in 'the city of Santi- 
ago now ntJaring completion.

TO COLONIZE MINDANAO. 


A Philippine Island Celebrated For 


Its Rabher Forests. 


The plan to colonize Mindanao, which 


the cable lately reported, is one that 
ought to reap rich harvests for Ameri- 
can capital, says the Manila Times. 
Mindanao, while perhaps • not more 
richly endowed by nature than the 
other islands of the archipelago, has 
for various reasons remained almost 
virgin of the explorer's foot nnd is even 
now awaiting colonization and develop- 
ment. The habits of the Moros are con- 
ducive neither to settlement and ex- 
ploitation by Latin conquerors and 
their Malay subjects nor to a light 
state of development under their own 
benign sway. 
Therefore the second 


largest island In the group lies today 
waiting for the Americans to come and 
take the wealth from its bo.soru with- 
out fear of rival. 


Mindanao is celebrated for its forests 


of gum, gutta percha and rubber trees, 
but little use has ever been made of 
them as yet. Copra is n good, steady 
commodity in any of the southern is- 
lands. A small cluster of cocoanut trees 
is sufficient to keep a native family in 
the lap of luxury. The tree has to be 
planted nnd guarded against the brows- 
ing of cattle for the first four or five 
years of its life. After that nature and 
the Chinese trader will do the rest. At 
the age of eight or ten years the tree 
begins to bear. It can be relied on to 
produce on an average a hundred nut? 
a year. In good seasons it will bear 
'• 


four crops a year, from forty to sixty j 
or eightj- nuts a crop. The nuts sell on 
the. trees at a peso a hundred. This is 
clear profit, for no cultivation is need- 
ed. Two hundred trees can be srown 
to the acre, almost assuring an annual 
income of §100 gold. The life of a tree 
is in the neighborhood of n century. 
Thus it can be seen that the position ct 
a proprietor of a large nnd tlouri^lhug 
grove- of cocoanut trees is almost a sin- 
ecure. The wear .TK! tear on the human 
S3'steni of sitt!:!:,' in the shnde nnd 
watching the ropra crop mature is f-o 
small as to be almost inconsiderable.

IVE veterans of the civil war 


were honored with the highest 
gift in the hands of the people, 
election to the White House. 
McKinley, the last of the five, 


was nearer to the mass of his former 
comrades in arms because lie came 
from the ranks. William McKiuIey's 
army career was that of a typical 
American volunteer. 


While serving as a private in the 


ranks 
McKinley formed the arm 


friendships which bound him to th 
old soldiers throughout all his distin 
guished career. When he lay wounde 
to the death in Buffalo, his old reg 
ment, the Twenty-third Ohio, held it 
annual reunion at Cleveland, and th 
chairs _ which had been prepared fo 
him on the platform and at the banque 
board were left vacant except for th 
drapings of the stars and stripes. Tbes 
mute memorials were more impress!v 
than the real presence of the presiden 
would have been, for in the gatherin. 
of old comrades all ranks are leveled 
President McKinley at the Clevelam 
festivities would hate been ona of th 
boys. Every private soldiar who sharet 
his dog tent or divided rations wit] 
Private William McKinley in 186 
would have been the equal for a day 
of the president of the United State: 
by the mystic bond of comradeship. 


Grant was the first president enrolled 


in the ranks of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. The year of his flist inau 
guration, 1S6S, the Grand Army was in 
the second year of its existence anc 
numbered but a few thousand veter 
nns. In that year the custom of deco 
rating the graves of the fallen com 
rades was first officially observed by 
the order. During the eight years o: 
Grant's occupancy of the White House 
the society gained in influence nnc 
membership. After he laid dowu the 
cares of office and was on the eve of 
departure on his trip around the work 
Grant was mustered in under a specia 
dispensation suspending the rules for 
initiating new members. The ceremony 
took place in Philadelphia in the pres- 
ence of a delegation of comrades of 
Post 1, Department of Pennsylvania. 
Immediately after the muster the par- 
ty repaired to Independence hall, 
where the ex-president and former gen 
eral of the army shook the fraternal 
hand of several hundred Grand Army 
men. 
On his return to the United States 


in 1S79 Comrade Grant was given an 
enthusiastic welcome at a mammoth 
Grand Army campfire 'held in the 
Academy of Music. PhiladelpUia. 
In 


the course of a speech, accounted brief, 
but long for the "silent man" who ut- 
tered it. he used three times the word 
so dear to the old soldier—that is, 
"comrades." 


General Hayes, 
General 
Garfield. 


General Harrison and Major McKinley 
were veterans of the Grand Army 
when they were called to the presiden 
tiul chair. Hayes. Garfield and MeKin- 
Ipy came from the state noted for vet- 
eian enthusiasm iu all things. Indiana,

soldier state.

from a molehill and make a thread 
bridge in order to traverse a keyhole. 
Concordant is the testimony of lan- 
guage, as whon the foxglove passes for 
being a fairy cap. . 


If a size so reduced cannot allow his- 


torical interpretation, still less does 
ethnology explain the qualities of these 
fays, who in power do not differ from 
their larger cousins. Queen Mab, no 
larger than the jewel of a ring, is yet 
charged with the functions of a birth 
goddess. The least fairy can steal a 
biide or a baby; tenuity is of less con- 
sequence, since any tiny sprite can at 
will assume gigantic proportions. The 
fairies who in one canton are repre- 
sented as dwarfish in the next may be 
described as gigantic.

counted for as arising from historical 
memories, may be easily explained by 
lie early modes of conceiving nature. 
'.n prehistoric conception a mountain 
might pass for a large man, a river for 
a tall one, while the inmates of petty 
hillocks would naturally be imagined
